Paragraph beginning on line 8 of page 55 has been amended as follows: 

Hox proteins have a similar homeodomain (HD) in common, 
consisting of a highly conserved DNA binding motif of 60 amino acids 
(Sharley, et al., 1995). Besides the homeotic domain that lies from 
amino acids (aa) 149 to 209, Hoxc-8 contains two other conserved 
peptide regions: an ocatpeptide (aa 1-8) and a hexapeptide (aa 137- 
142) (Le Mouellic et al, 1998), The hexapeptide of Leu-Met-Phe-Pro- 
Trp-Met (SEP ID NO: 11) lies upstream from the homeodomain and is 
presumably involved in the interaction with Hox-assisting cofactors 
(Phelan et al, 1995 and Sharley et al., 1997). A recent study has 
revealed a direct contact between the pentapeptide of Hoxb-1 and its 
DNA binding partner, the Pbxl protein (Piper, et al., 1999).
